DROWNED WOMAN
WIED PUBLIC

Wrote Note to Let Post-Office
Know She Had Killed

Herself.
According to a note found deposited

Sunday afternoon under one of the
general delivery windows in the post-
ofrice. Mrs. B. w Shumakor drowned
herself In the canal at the foot of
.Seventh Street; and then walked up to
the post-ofHce to leave notification ofthe act for 10. W. Shumaker.
Detective-Sergeant Bailey went tothe canal and found it dry. There was

no trace of a woman's body, and men
working about the canal said they had
seen no woman approach.
The writer, besides stating that shehad killed herself before writing the

note, said that she left home Satur¬
day evening because she had no moneyto pay the bills and could not keep
a Mrs. Williams away from her home.
But the note was dated* March 10. orSunda y.
The note -was not written In heaven

or the other place and then broughthere. It was written on paper ordi¬
narily found on the earth, so how the
woman drowned herself first and
wrote the note afterwards is puzzling,
to say the least. Police and post-ofllcpauthorities regard the note as a hoax.

With the aid of a very passable like¬

ness of himself, which he constructed
from his extra convict suit stuffed with
the straw of his bunk, surmounted by
a head composed of molasses and Rin¬
ger bread, Frank Brown, a colored con¬
vict at the penitentiary, dropped quiet¬
ly out of line as his squad was called
out Sunday night and made a stealthy
but Unsuccessful attempt to escape.
